verstd say that they would have stayed 
above had they seen tho least c'aanco lor ob- 
taining provisions at any price ; but finding 
starvation -staring them in the face, they were 
actually driven away from whot they con- 
sider to be a fortune in prospectivo. Other.s 
assert that tbey had not the means with which 
to pay their woy, and therefore concluded to 
come below before their money was entirely 
c.xlianslcd. AVe see no hope from all these 
accounts, of leeding any very large numbci- ol 
men in Cariboo this year. The animals en- 
gaged in trading number about GOOO, and 
have been found iiiadcfiualc to supply the 
500(5 men at the diggings. The present state 
of alliiirs is deplorable. AVe shall lose a 
great many good imniigrant.s on account of 
the scarcity of provisions, but shall loiC very 
few on ;iccouiit of the scarcity ol gold. That 
is one comfort, at any rate ; and having be- 
come satisfied beyond a doubt of the richness 
nud extent of the mines, it will bo the duty of 
Government aud merchants to prepare for 
next year. It is too late now to rectify the 
shortcomings and blandcrs of 18G2, but a 
recurrence of this year's scenes can very easily 
be prevented in ISG.'].
